2. On a review of the situation, it has been decided that export of eoarse 
lice will now bo allowed by the following agencies provided the stocks for 
export have been procured from within their own slates. 

1. F.CI. 

2, NAFED 
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3. STC 

4. Andhra Pradesh S.T.C. 

5. Haryana Co-operative Marketing Federation 

6. Punjab Civil Supplies Corporation 

7. Tamil Nadu Civil Supplies Corporation. 

State Trading Cor^ration of India will also have to obtain rice from Food 
Corporation of India or one of the public agencies mentioned above, for export. 

3. Accordingly, the entry No. 3 in col. 3, against S. No. 20 of Policy 
Statement, at page 11 of Export Policy Book for 1980-Hl shall be amended 
to read as under :— 

"(3) Coarse Rice.—Export will be allowed without any price ie.ilriction, 
through (i) F.C.l., (ii) NAFED, (iii) S.T.C., (iv) Andhra Pradesh 
S.T.C., (v) Haryana Co-operative Marketing Federation, (vi) Punjab 
Civil Supplies Corporation, and (vii) Tamil Nadu Civil Supplies 
Corporation.”
